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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

I. Claimed oxidant species : 

a. Species l-A, claim 4 to an air oxidant; 

b. Species l-B, claim 5 to water oxidant; 

c. Species l-C, claim 6 to hydrogen peroxide oxidant. 

The species are independent or distinct because each fluid oxidant limits the 
particular cathode materials and are not readily interchangeable. 

II. Claimed protective membrane species : 

a. Species I l-A, to a single layer protective membrane; 

b. Species ll-B, to a multilayer protective membrane. 

The species are independent or distinct because of the significant difference in 
structure, composition, ionic conductivity, compatibility etc. between a single layer and a 
multilayer composition of different materials. 

Upon election of either Species I l-A or ll-B applicant is further required to elect an 
ultimate species for the material of either the single layer protective membrane or each 
material in the multilayer protective membrane. Note that claims 10-14 recite various 
species pertaining to these groups x 

III. Claimed anode material:
